Or Should We Say “Foundries?” 
By HARRY N. BLAIR 


j SN’T it true that those who plan a trip to 
California make a mentai reservation that 
they will, by hook or by crook, see a movie 

studio before returning home? Sad to reiate, 

very few of them achieve that ambition simpiy 
because movie studios do not weicome visitors. 
A procession of “star-gazers” is certain to 
distract the attention of the players, unnerve 
the director and confuse the camera man. So, 
unless the visitor is armed with a letter from 
the president or someone of equal importance, 
he finds the entrance to the studio blocked 
by a pleasant but firm—very firm—gentleman 
whose job it is to turn visitors away and make 
them like it. : 
If you are a real, dyed-in-the-wool movie 
fan you are not entirely disappointed for you 
have at least seen the sanctuary wherein the 
object of your affections earns his or her 
thousand a week. Perhaps you have been 
lucky enough to see, through barbed wire 
fences, a company working on one of the out- 
door stages. Still that does not equal the 
thrill of visiting the inside of a studio. 


OR the benefit of those who never have 
or, perhaps, never will visit a motion pic- 

-_ ture studio, I am going to sketch out in 
a brief way, the various impressions received. 
As everyone knows, the average studio con- 
sists of a large lot enclosed by an unscalable 
fence. There are usually two or three frame 
buildings that look like huge warehouses. 
These are called stages, and, at a busy time, 
can accommodate as many as a half dozen 
different companies. : 
On the lot outside are the outdoor stages 
where exterior scenes are taken. The 
tendency seems to be toward sending fewer 
companies on location and instead building the 
scenes right on the lot. Location trips are 
expensive and scenic. artists now so expert

that they can duplicate practically any setting 
that is required. 


HILE working on interiors the director 

/ ‘will usually fence in his set to keep out 
prying eyes.

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Personality in the Box Office 


It Counts, Is the Verdict at the Roxy Entrance 


By ALBERT MARGOLIES 


ITH six box offices and twelve cashiers 
VV to occupy them, the Roxy Theatre 

lays claim to another championship, 
there being no other motion picture theatre 
with a like amount. See 

The box office is a feature of the institution 
which is the result of careful, if not painful, 
' development. The smoothness, the courtesy, 
the alacrity of the service at the ticket win- 
dows, have years of experience in the back- 
ground. 

Since the opening of the Roxy more than 
seven million people have passed through its 
doors. Thousands are regular weekly patrons. 
Intimacy grows—cashiers begin to know what 
the tastes of individual patrons are, and the 
latter learn to depend upon the word of thei 
favorite ticket seller. 7 

The young lady in the box office has learn- 
ed to be a dramatic and music critic. She is 
asked about the stage production, and. she is 
expected to be a motion picture critic of. the 
screen presentation as well. But while the 
regular critic is not expected to give anything 
but his own reaction.to a performance, the 
cashier must take into consideration what she 
has learned of her many patrons, in order to 
know whether the particular program will 
please them. 

Some of the patrons have grown accustomed 
to the judgment of the cashier to such an ex- 
tent that when a change is made in the per- 
sonnel of the treasurer’s staff, or even when 
their favorite one is in her regular booth, 
they go scurrying about in search of a fami- 
liar face. | 

The element of intimacy operates the other 
way as well. The cashiers expect certain 
people at certain times during the week, and 
actually look for them among the thousands 
that come to the theatre. 3 

Of the twelve cashiers at the Roxy, six are

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always on duty—one in each booth. Each of 
them works six hours a day, with a free day 
each week. A rest room is provided for them, 
where they can spend their time off duty if 
they wish. With showers, facilities for all de- 
grees of rest and relaxation, and material for 
writing and reading, the cashiers’ rest room 
offers a haven that is a striking contrast to 
the speed required at the front of the house. 

To thousands of tourists, particularly 
these whom Roxy reaches on the radio, the 
Roxy Theatre is usually the first place in 
New York to be visited. Its cashiers are al- 
most the first with whom these strangers have 
any sort of dealings. For many of them, the 
ticket booths at the Roxy are veritable in- 
formation bureaus. Suggestions of hotels and 
restaurants are asked for. Information about 
transportation facilities is sought. The in- 
tricacies of getting about in New York are 
explained and patiently simplified. 

The help that comes to these strangers from 
the box office, goes a long way toward mak- 
ing the Roxy Theatre one of the unique in- 
stitutions of the country. 

Recently one Roxy patron, an elderly man, 
found that his “personal” cashier was not 
in her booth. He was firmly on his way out 
again when, from another booth, a familiar 
voice called.
